Parish House 
To Be Erected 
This Summer 

Immediate erection of a parish 
house will be undertaken by the ves- 


which has been in force nearly two 
years was authorized by the city trus¬ 
tees last night. The motion of Trus¬ 
tee Sparks was seconded by Trustee 
Topping, after an appeal had been 
made by members of the citrus grow¬ 
ers association. It was pointed out 
that the surcharge had been enacted 
to meet increased pumping costs due 
to advances in the Edison company’s 
power rates. These power surcharges 
have since been reduced and it was 
claimed the water surcharge should 
also be removed. 

Delay in making reductions was 
urged by Trustees Mitchell and Rich¬ 
ards on the ground that neither the 
trustees nor the water superintendent 
could tell how much would be needed 
to complete necessary' improvements 
to the water system. Until definite 
estimates could be made they felt that 
the city water revenue should not be 
curtailed. The discussion became 
heated at times and afforded enter¬ 
tainment for a packed house. 

Engineer Employed 

O. A. Gierlich of Monrovia was 
employed as city engineer on a per 
diem basis, the system in vogue early 
in the city’s history. 

Cox Is Inspector 

George Cox was employed as in¬ 
spector of buildings, wiring and 
plumbing, the sum of $25 monthly be¬ 
ing added to his salary as night 
watchman. 

Forest Patrol 

Resumption of forest patrol ser¬ 
vice will begin May 28, the trustees 
voting to appropriate $70 monthly for 
a man to be hired jointly with the 
U. S. forest service. 

Lights Will Shine 

The trustees agreed to furnish 
light for the new standards to be in¬ 
stalled under the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce contracts on Central and Bald¬ 
win, adding 16 ornamental lights to 
the system. 

Traffic Ordinance 

To remove the menace which now 
exists on Kersting Court, the city 
attorney was ordered to prepare an 
ordinance making Kersting _Court a 
one-way street and prohibiting park¬ 
ing alongside the P. E. Track; also to 
afford protection at the dangerous 
corner of Sturtevant Road and Wood¬ 
land Drive. 

Trustee Topping raised objections ; 
to the activities of the motor police 
but after some discussion City Mar- ! 
shal Udell was instructed to continue \ 
enforcing the regulations. It was ar¬ 
gued on the other side that when the 
state law sets a limit of 20 miles an 
hour there should be no objection to 
arrests for a speed over 30 miles. Mr. 
Udell reported that the speed trap 1 
plan had been discontinued.

tain, should be fixed by a due process 
of law before the courts, as is the 
case where wills are drawn by ac¬ 
credited lawyers. These provisions 
written into wills by trust companies 
enrich the trust companies in many 
casese unduly, we believe. 

“In effect, the Sample bill prevents 
such practices and also prevents all 
persons not regularly accredited in 
the usual way from practicing law. 
The point is somewhat similar to that 
which has been threshed out in every 
state concerning the status of medical 
men. Without the Sample bill the 
public has no protection against the 
unlawful practice of law by persons 
unfit to practice. 

“The trust companies have referred 
the Sample bill to the vote of the 
people and we propose to acquaint the 
people this summer with the facts. I 
do not hesitate to say that there will 
be some astounding revelations in this 
campaign, and the people will come to 
realize this fight is in their behalf.”

Bar Association Attacks Position on 
Drawing of Wills Free 
of Charge.

statement made yesterday by At¬ 
torney Robert Mitchell, well known 
locally, who is a member of the cam¬ 
paign committee of the California 
Bar Association. 

Following an executive committee 
meeting of the Southern Division 
members, Attorney Mitchell said that 
the Bar Association had opened of¬ 
fices in the I. W. Heilman Building, 
and would direct a vigorous fight 
against the referendum to appear on 
the ballot which would annul the 
Sample bill, passed by the last legis- 
1 lature and signed by the governor. 
This is a statute designed to pre¬ 
vent the unlawful practice of the law, 
and which follow's in general sub¬ 
stance the statutes already in effect 
in twenty-four states in the union. 

“The trust companies of the state 
have been making a free will offering 
for a number of years,” said Attorney 
Mitchell, “but their purpose is not an¬ 
alogous with that of passing the col¬ 
lection plate for a worthy cause. The 
free wills they offer are the ones 
drawn by their officers and which in 
many instances contain clauses highly 
beneficial to the trust companies, as 
we intend to show. 

“The Sample bill, which was intro¬ 
duced by Senator Sample of San 
Diego, was aimed to prevent any cor¬ 
poration or any person other than a 
regularly licensed attorney who had 
passed an examination and who was 
subject to the control of the state and 
the courts from representing that the 
corporation or the individual was com¬ 
petent and authorized to practice law. 
Where the interest of the public 
should come in is that some trust 
companies make provisions in wills 
allowing them to reap benefits from 
the sale of stocks and bonds and 
other property to estates which they 
hold in trust, or to take stocks and 
bonds and other property out of es¬ 
tates and sell them as they see fit. 
They also introduce clauses fixing the 
percentage which the trust company 
shall receive for the handling of the 
estate, which percentage, we main-
